Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4/16/07 
has been entered. 



Response to Applicant's Remarks 

Claims 20-29 are pending. Claims 20 and 24 are amended. Claims 1-19 are 
cancelled. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 20-23, drawn to a method for washing and drying items in a 
washing machine, classified in class 134, subclass 18. 

II. Claims 24-29, drawn to a dishwashing apparatus, classified in class 134, 
subclass 56R. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the method of group I does not require any controlling means 
for operation; the method of group I can be performed completely manually. Whereas 
the apparatus of group II requires a controller by its recitation of a "controlling means"; 
controllers are commonly known in the art to automatically control the operation of 
dishwashers. For example, the method of group I can perform washing means 
manually by having a user execute a drying program by manually pressing a drying 
button, similarly, a user can manually open the dishwasher and measure a parameter 
value such as cleanliness by visually observing if sufficient cleaning has been 
performed, then resuming by pressing a drying button (items sufficiently clean) or 
pressing a wash button (items not sufficiently clean). Conversely, an automatic 
controller such as a computer can be used to operate the apparatus of group II. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
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distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i).
